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(2) The factor of 10 percent shall be applied
on a line item basis or to any group of items
on which award may be made. Other evalua-
tion factors described in the solicitation
shall be applied before application of the fac-
tor.

(e) A HUBZone joint venture agrees that in
the performance of the contract, the applica-
ble percentage specified in paragraph (d) of
this clause will be performed by the
HUBZone small business participant or par-
ticipants.

(f) A HUBZone small business concern non-
manufacturer agrees to furnish in per-
forming this contract only end items manu-
factured or produced by HUBZone small
business manufacturer concerns. This para-
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graph does not apply in connection with con-
struction or service contracts.
